CHICAGO (AP) - A federal 
su rv ey that asks teachers abo u t 
the p erso nal liv es o f their p u ­ 
p ils has jeo p ardized the statu s 
o f a p rincip al who has refu sed 
to take p art becau se he say s 
the q u estio nnaire is u nreliable 
and req u ires gu esswo rk. 
The Chicago Bo ard o f Edu ca­ 
tio n will meet Friday to decide 
whether to fire William G. 
Rankin as p rincip al o f the Jo hn 
B. Mu rp hy Elementary Scho o l; 
whether to transfer him, o r 
whether to resto re his efficien­ 
cy rating o f ex cellent. 
Rankin, 37, was giv en an u n­ 
satisfacto ry rating last Ju ne, 
after he failed to su bmit to the 
bo ard 
the 
q u estio nnaires, 
mailed in Ju ne 19 70 by the De­ 
p artment o f Health, Edu catio n 
and Welfare to 3,500 scho o ls 
aro u nd the natio n. 
Ranklin co mp lained in an in­ 
terv iew that the 10-p age do cu ­ 
ment req u ires six ho u rs o f a 
teacher’s time to answer. 
The su rv ey asks teachers, 
amo ng o ther things, to estimate 
within $2,000 the inco me o f a 
p u p il’s father; to p inp o int the 
o ccu p atio n o f a p u p il’s father; 
to determine whether family in­ 
stability creates a p ersistent 
p ro blem fo r a p u p il and wheth­ 
er the p rim ary su p p o rter o f a 
p u p il is receiv ing welfare p ay ­ 
ments. 
“This 
is 
all 
gu esswo rk,” 
Rankin said. “Ho w co u ld a 
teacher p o ssibly kno w these an­ 
swers.” 
Nine o f the 44 mu ltip le-cho ice 
q u estio ns relate to the p erso nal 
liv es o f p u p ils and their fam i­ 
lies. 
After the su rv ey was issu ed, 
the teachers at Rankin’s scho o l, 
which has an enro llment o f 750 
p u p ils in kindergarten thro u gh 
eighth grade, refu sed to fill o u t 
the su rv ey . Rankin agreed with 
their p o sitio n and began writing 
a series o f letters to the su p er­ 
intendent’s o ffice, the Bo ard o f 
Edu catio n and HEW o fficials. 
- “ I nev er was to ld the p u rp o se 
o f the su rv ey ,” he said. 
In March, the district su p er­ 
intendent again o rdered Rankin 
to hav e the su rv ey s co mp leted 
and retu rned. The teachers 


a g a in refused a nd Ra nkin wa s 
o rdered to g iv e them unsa tis­ 
fa cto ry ra ting s. 
“ I refu sed to do that,” he 
said. “On Ju ne 25, I receiv ed 
an u nsatisfacto ry rating sp ecif­ 
ically fo r failing to su bmit the 
q u estio nnaires.” 
By Ju ne, the relu ctant teach­ 
ers had filled o u t the q u estio n­ 
naires and retu rned them to 
Rankin bu t by this time he was 
co nv inced the district’s hier­ 
archy sho u ld back him and his 
teachers. 
Neither the su p erintendent’s 
o ffice no r the scho o l bo ard was 
av ailable Mo nday to co mment 
o n the situ atio n. 
A sp o kesman fo r the federal- 
state staff o f HEW in Washing­ 
to n said the dep artment has 
taken no actio n against scho o l 
districts o r indiv idu als who re­ 
fu sed to co mp lete the su rv ey . 
Bu t he added that agreements 
were made with tho se districts 
receiv ing federal fu nds to su p ­ 
p ly info rmatio n as warranted 
by HEW. 
Rankin’s scho o l p articip ated 
in no ne o f the HEW p ro grams 
u ntil this y ear. 
The HEW sp o kesman said, 
“We asked districts to su p p ly 
info rmatio n fro m scho o ls no t 
p articip ating in o u r p ro grams 
as well as fro m tho se which 
do .” 
He added the su rv ey was in­ 
tended to “co llect o p inio n fro m 
teachers.” 
Rankin said the q u estio n in­ 
v o lv ed is no t whether a teacher 
mu st o bey an o rder. “He mu st 
o bey ,” Rankin said, “bu t I 
made a serio u s challenge and I 


deserv e answ ers.” 
“ If the bo ard agrees that the 
su rv ey is u nreliable, then we 
sho u ld no t be fo rced to co mp ly . 
If it disagrees with me then it 
mu st say what inv estigatio n 
was carried o u t to resu lt in that 
co nclu sio n,” he added. 
Co mmu nity 
leaders, 
PTA 
members 
and 
neighbo rho o d 
newsp ap ers hav e backed Rank­ 
in’s stand. So me gro u p s say 
they will p icket the Bo ard o f 
Edu catio n if Rankin is fired. 
Rankin said the su rv ey co n­ 
tro v ersy “is really o nly a small 
p art o f the bigger issu e: The 
u nresp o nsiv eness o f edu catio n 
o fficials.” 
“ If I initiate p ro grams at the 
lo cal lev el, if I hav e the talent 
and the enthu siasm, then tho se 
abo v e me sho u ld clear the way , 
no t stifle the p ro gram s,” he 
said. 
Standing against the wall in 
the basement o f Rankin’s su b­ 
u rban ho me is the u nfinished 
wing o f an airp lane.

Maine, the only woman in the 
Senate and the only member of 
her sex to have served in both 
chambers of Congress. 
She was elected to her late 
husband’s House seat in 1940 
and to the Senate in 1949 and 
now is ranking Republican on 
the Armed Services Committee. 
Fiercely independent, she of­ 
ten casts the decisive ballot on 
close issues. 
“ A woman’s viewpoint should 
be objective and free of any 
emphasis on feminine inter­ 
ests,” says Mrs. Smith, who 
has shown little interest in the 
equal rights issue. 
The only woman to vote 
against the equal rights amend­ 
ment recently passed by the 
House is Rep. Leonor K. Sulli­ 
van, D-Mo., who shares with 
Sen. Smith the distinction of 
being the only women in Con­ 
gress today who succeeded 
their husbands. 


In contrast, of the 20 women 
in Congress when the high point 
of female representation was 
reached in 1962, ten had suc­ 
ceeded their husbands. 
“ There are differences be­ 
tween male and female roles in 
our society and I hope there al­ 
ways are,” Mrs. Sullivan said 
in explaining her vote against 
the amendment. 
In Congress since 1952, she 
holds 
the 
longevity 
record 
among women in the House. 
Chairman of the subcommittee 
on consumer affairs, she is es­ 
pecially proud of having in­ 
troduced and guided to passage 
the truth-in-lending bill and of 
having authored the first food 
stamp program. 
A power in the House is Rep. 
Edith Green, D-Ore., chairman 
of a subcommittee on higher 
education and an influential 
force on the parent Education 
and Labor Committee. 
Her legislative skill was dem­ 
onstrated recently when the 
House 
staged 
its 
longest, 
scrappiest session this year be­ 


fore passing the $23-biilion edu­ 
cation bill that came from her 
subcommittee. 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm, D- 
N.Y., the first black woman to 
serve in Congress, staged what 
was probably the first success­ 
ful single-handed revolt against 
the venerated committee as­ 
signment system. 
Representing a Brooklyn dis­ 
trict, she was incensed at being 
assigned to a subcommittee 
dealing with rural development 
and forestry. 
She surprised colleagues by 
striding to a microphone during 
a Democratic caucus and refus­ 
ing to budge until she was 
reluctantly recognized by the 
leadership. Then she success­ 
fully pushed through a measure 
changing her assignment to 
veterans affairs. 
“ There are a lot more veter­ 
ans in my district than there 
are trees,” she said. 
“ You’ve committed political 
suicide,” a male colleague in­ 
toned. But Mrs. Chisholm, not 
yet dead, is preparing a presi­ 


dential campaign. 
Perhaps most prominent in 
the field of women’s rights is 
Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., who 
gets lots of attention but, ac­ 
cording to one aide, has a hard 
time getting favors done for 
her Manhattan constituents. 
Rep. Abzug says of her treat­ 
ment 
by 
male 
colleagues: 
“ They have all the power, 
therefore they’re very charm­ 
ing.” 
Also extremely active in 
pushing for women’s rights is 
Rep. Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii, 
who says a bill providing na­ 
tionwide day-care programs for 
preschool children “ is the big­ 
gest single legislative success I 
have achieved since coming to 
the Congress in 1965.” 
Reps. Louise Day Hicks, D- 
Mass., and Ella T. Grasso, D- 
Conn., both have maintained 
low profiles in Congress since 
their elections in 1968.

Although before the price 
freeze medical-care services 
were climbing faster than any 
other major category in your 
cost of living, and there’s abso­ 
lutely no hope for more than a 
slowing of the pace of the rise 
over the years ahead, you can 
slash your medical costs with 
com parative 
ease. 
W hat’s 
more, you can cut your costs 
not only while maintaining the 
quality of the medical care you 
get but also while actually im­ 
proving it. 


Here are your 
12 basic 


money-saving guides in this 
area: 
Choose with care a family 
doctor, preferably one on the 
medical staff of a good hospital. 
He will save you money just by 
keeping a permanent record of 
your medical history and there­ 
by helping you to avoid duplica­ 
tion of costly diagnostic tests, 
treatments and immunization 
when something goes wrong. 
Have a thorough physical 
exam at least once a year, no 
matter what your age, and by 
so doing avoid the steep cost of 
crisis care. Medical emergen­

Thanksgiving and pumpkin 
pie time! Vermonters figure 
they put together the best 
pumpkin pie there is, and I’ll 
vouch for the recipe as served 
at the historic Woodstock Inn in 
Woodstock. 
First make a flaky 9-inch pie 
shell in your favorite manner. 
Combine 
l 3/4~ cups 
cooked 
pumpkin, 2 eggs, 3/4 cup sugar, 
Vi teaspoon salt, Vi teaspoon 
ginger, V* teaspoon cloves, and 
mix thoroughly. 


Now mix in one and two- 
thirds cups evaporated milk, let 
stand for 15 minutes. Pour 
pumpkin mixture into the pie 
shell and bake at 400 degrees 
for 30 minutes or until center of 
the pie is firm. 


I won’t argue that the fore­ 
going is excellent, but I lean to 
this old-time Southern Illinois 
recipe which is similar to that 
my Mother used to make, al­ 
though she didn’t do much 
measuring. 
Prepare again a 9-inch flaky 
pie shell and bake at 450 de­ 
grees for 12 minutes until nicely 
browned. In the top of a double 
boiler mix 1V4 cups cooked 
fresh or canned pumpkin, 2- 
3rds cup brown sugar, 1 tea­ 
spoon cinnamon, Vfe teaspoon 
salt, 
Vi teaspoon ginger, 2 


slightly beaten eggs, 1V2 cups 
milk and V2 cup cream. 
Cook over medium heat, stir­ 
ring frequently until filling is 
thick. Cool slightly and pour 
into the baked pie shell. Serve 
warm or cold. 
If you don’t care about calo­ 
ries, spread the pie with 
whipped cream 
sweetened 
slightly with sugar and flavored 
with vanilla. An optional flavor 
ingredient is brandy. 


For pecan pumpkin pie, pro­ 
ceed as above but flavor the 
filling with brandy. 
When pie has been filled, 
decorate the top with pecan 
halves, then sprinkle with v2 
cup caramel syrup. To make 
the syrup, rub a heavy frying 
pan lightly with butter. Put in 
not more than V2 cup sugar and 
set pan over moderate heat. 


Stir constantly until the sugar 
melts, then add another *2 cup 
of sugar and continue stirring 
constantly until you have a 
clear brown syrup. Add Vfe cup 
boiling water very slowly since 
mixture will have a tendency to 
boil over. When all water has 
been added, simmer for 10 min­ 
utes. Cool slightly. 
Pour syrup over pecans to 
form an attractive glaze for 
your pecan pumpkin pie. 


pensive than the modest cost of 
preventive measures to avoid 
such emergencies.

These 
calls are always much more ex­ 
pensive and often must be fol­ 
lowed by office or hospital vis­ 
its anyway—leaving you with 
two or more fees instead of one 
bill. And use the telephone for 
minor complaints; this saves 
money and makes good medi­ 
cal sense. 
Choose a family dentist or 
dental specialist with the same 
care. Don’t deal with a dentist 
who refuses to discuss his fees 
frankly in advance of the treat­ 
ment or care he proposes for 
you. Check into group dental 
and prepayment plans which 
may be offered by your em­ 
ployer or by the local dental so­ 
ciety . 
Make sure your health insur­ 
ance-medical, dental and hos­ 
pital—is adequate 
for

needs. Concentrate your health 
insurance dollars on 
major 
medical 
insurance, covering 
catastrophic illness. 
Examine your present health 
insurance policies, group and 
individual, to see whether 
you’re overloaded with “ first 
dollar’’ coverage which may 
have limits of only $5,000-$10,- 
000. Consider trading a higher 
deductible ($100, $250, $500) for 
higher overall limits without 
appreciably changing the basic 


premium costs. 
Make sure you don’t have 
overlapping medical insurance 
coverage through a group and 
an individual policy. 
Use the free or low-cost 
health services offered in your 
community: chest X rays, 
glaucoma testing, immuniza­ 
tions, family planning services, 
treatment for mental illness, 
alcoholism, drug problems. 
Your local public health de­ 
partment will tell you what's 
available and whether or not 
you are eligible for the serv­ 
ices. 
Take all your allowable tax 
deductions: doctor bills, hospi­ 
tal bills and drug costs beyond a 
specified percentage of your in­ 
come may be claimed as de­ 
ductions for federal income tax 
purposes. 
Ask your physician to pre­ 
scribe drugs you need by their 
generic names at possibly huge 
savings, and ask your pharma­ 
cist to fill your prescriptions at 
lowest cost if your medications 
are prescribed by generic 
name. 
Ask your physician to steer 
you to drugstores in your area 
which offer quality drugs at the 
lowest 
cost. 
The 
American 
Medical Assn. recently sur­ 
veyed a sampling of drugstores 
in a Midwest city, found prices 
varying as much as 1200 per 
cent from store to store and of­ 
ten different prices charged for 
the same prescription in the 
same store. 
Check the discount stores and 
the co-op pharmacies where 
you can save as much as 25 per 
cent on health and beauty aids.

Th e “Also , I 
am a diabetic” is v ery im­ 
p o rtan t an d is th e mo st lik ely 
cau se o f y o u r p ro blem. Im­ 
p o ten ce in fairly y o u n g men is 
so metimes a co mp licatio n o f 
diabetes.

u p o n 
th e 
p ro p er 
fu n ctio n o f th e n erv o u s sy stem 
Diabetes can an d do es cau se 
damag e to th e fu n ctio n o f 
n erv es. Th e au to n o mic n erv o u s 
sy stem, au to matically co n tro ls 
th e fu n ctio n s o f th e bo dy , su ch 
as th e ch an g es in th e size o f 
blo o d v essels, mo v emen ts in 
th e dig estiv e tract an d ev en 


sweating . 
It is fo rmed by 
nerv es co ming o ut o f the spinal 
co rd. When certain nerv es are 
affected the pro blem y o u hav e 
may o ccur. 
The functio n o f the testicles 
may be entirely no rmal, fo r­ 
ming just as much male ho r­ 
mo ne as in o ther men. The 
pro blem is in the mechanics 
co ntro lled by the nerv o us 
sy stem. 
No rmally , blo o d is 
trapped by clo sing o ff the 
no rmal 
o utflo w 
o f 
blo o d 
thro ug h the v eins. Clo sure o f 
blo o d v essels to acco mplish this 
is bro ug ht abo ut by nerv e 
reflex es. 
Co mbined with the pro blem 
o f impo tency there may be 
chang es in the pattern o f 
sweating . So me areas o f the 
bo dy may no lo ng er sweat. 
No w, when impo tency is 
caused by nerv e inv o lv ement 
fro m diabetes, it definitely is 
no t caused by a pshy chiatric 
pro blem. Yo u mig ht be suf­ 
ficiently distressed to need a 
little help but the best ho pe is 
careful manag ement o f y o ur 
diabetes. Ho rmo nes will no t 
help either, in the fo rm o f pills 
o r sho ts. I am so rry to say that 


e^en if the diabetes is well- 
manag ed this co mplicatio n can 
still o ccur. So pro per treatment 
is no t a g uaranteed cure fo r 
y o ur difficulty . 
1 wo uld like to sug g est that 
y o u make a special effo rt to g et 
y o urself in to p phy sical co n­ 
ditio n, eliminate any ex cess 
bo dy fat y o u may hav e and 
av o id bad habits, such as 
cig arettes and alco ho l. There is 
so me ev idence that indiv iduals 
with diabetes who are in v ery 
g o o d co nditio n require less 
insulin and do better as lo ng as 
they maintain g o o d phy sical 
co nditio n. 
My answer may no t be v ery 
enco urag ing to y o u — but there 
is ho pe and perhaps it will be o f 
so me help to just understand 
that diabetes can and do es 
cause such pro blems.

Wadsworth ran for 159 y ards in 10 carries in the Kewanee 
game, p robably showing the most ex p losiv e offensiv e bu rst in the 
entire season. Right away comes the q u estion: Why didn’t he 
p lay more? 
Wadsworth started most of the season defensiv ely — with in­ 
ju ries. Twisted ank les and cu t k nees k ep t the talented ju nior ath­ 
lete from cu tting behind a block er bu t hindered little on defense, 
where he cou ld u se his hands to k eep block ers away . He finished the 
season with 24 tack les— a fine nu mber for a safety . 
Wak eley was tried at one time in the back field, this against 
Freep ort. He finished the night with 13 y ards in three carries. He 
cau ght no p asses. By the end of the season Wak eley was mov ed 
p ermanently to sp lit end, where he scored sev en tou chdowns and 
cau ght 18 p asses. 
Ru ffin seemed to be on the chasing end of a tall, long-legged re­ 
ceiv er in ev ery game. At least, it ap p eared so to me. Why not u se 
another p lay er, rep u ted to be second-fastest in the ju nior class, 
taller at 6-1, and heav ier? Simp le, according to the coach. A look at 
the p hy sical test giv en early in the y ear shows Cly de is faster. 
Probably mu ch more imp ortant, Cly de didn’t mind getting hit. As a 
m atter of fact, Cly de was third leading tack ier on the team , with 4 5 
tack les. 


Qu arterback Jeff Hu ffman will p robably be the first to admit 
his aerials were something less than p u rely su ccessfu l. At last 
cou nt, Dix on op p onents intercep ted 20 p asses. Totaled, Dix on com­ 
p leted 4 0 of 89 p asses. Only 29 of those not cau ght by Dix on went 
incomp lete. Nearly 23 p er cent were intercep ted. 
Another tight end wou ld cau se two p roblems. First, who? sec­ 
ond, it eliminated Lance Wak eley , the team ’s leading receiv er. OK, 
p u t Brad Monson and Ron Smith at ends. Smith cau ght no p asses 
all y ear, Monson one for sev en y ards. 
You say a faster back in the back field instead of Chu ck Flem ­ 
ing? And mak e LeBlanc a p ower ru nner? Fleming finished the sea­ 
son with a 4 .7 -y ards-p er-carry av erage, second only to LeBlanc’s 
5 .3 in regu lar starters. Wadsworth, if healthy , wou ld’v e p lay ed 
more offense, Leffelman admits. 
I’m not here to back any coach to any distance. I do feel, 
thou gh, that both sides mu st be p resented. Armchair q u arterback s 
p robably don’t see the p lay ers fiv e day s a week , lik e coaching 
staff; bu t, instead, only once— may be. I had some q u estions du ring 
the season, to be su re. I’ll rarely criticize a coach, thou gh, u ntil I 
k now both sides. Now that my q u estions hav e been answered, I feel 
there is nothing to criticize. 
No, ex cu se me. There is one thing. Leffelman has a q u ick tem ­ 
p er, and a short fu se. He doesn’t lik e p eop le mak ing accu sations 
abou t him and his strategy before they k now the facts. Strange? 
Jim has few q u alms with the Dix on fans. 
“ I thou ght we had fairly good back ing,” say s Leffelman. “The 
Jam boree help ed create interest, and if the town gets behind the 
boy s, it’ll encou rage them. I can’t comp lain abou t su p p ort, after we 
were losing, and what else can someone ex p ect? I hav e to look at 
things realistically .” 
“The only grip e I might hav e abou t the town or fans is when we 
had good crowds, they ju st sat there. It wasn’t the cheerleaders— 
they did all they cou ld— bu t the fans ju st sat there, and didn’t say 
any thing.” 
Leffelman was hap p y with the team ’s imp rov ement throu ghou t 
the season ex cep t, of cou rse, for those two horrendou s disp lay s in 
the middle of the season. 
And that brings u s to another p oint. There were ru mors 
throu gh the y ear that Leffelman was fast alienating the team and 


his coaching statt becau se ot a change in p hilosop hy from that of 
Chu ck Vail, last y ear’s su ccessfu l coach, and other m atters. 
It didn’t seem q u ite as bad as what some fans and p lay ers re­ 
p orted to me, bu t a hou se-cleaning ju st p rior to the Kewanee gam e 
ap p arently help ed the team ’s attitu de. Sev en p lay ers were su s­ 
p ended, and two q u it as a resu lt of the su sp ension. Dix on lost one 
back field starter and a k ick er. Fiv e others su sp ended retu rned to 
the team, inclu ding three or fou r who will p robably start nex t 
season. 


Su sp ending a tew boy s from the team for missing p ractices at 
first seemed rather u nimp ortant. I didn’t believ e that ju st a few 
boy s cou ld be hu rting the attitu de of the entire team that mu ch. 
Ev idently , I was wrong again. 
After the su sp ensions, Dix on went wild. Kewanee fell in a fu ry 
of temp ers and officiating, and Rock Falls ju st fell. Obv iou sly , 
team attitu de was low du ring the two worst games of the y ear, 
Sterling and La Salle-Peru . 
Leffelman admits he’d mak e a few p ersonnel changes in the 
team, bu t so few they wou ldn’t ev en be noticed. He was conv inced, 
by the end of the y ear, he had the right p lay ers in the right sp ots. 
His coaching staff is another story . There, he’d mak e some 
changes, he admits. Bu t ju st where is hazy . 
With the coming of the second y ear as coach, Leffelman has the 
chance to change things as he wants to. He’ll get the p rogram ori­ 
ented so assistant and freshman and sop homore coaches sc ou t- 
hav ing a resp onsibility to the entire p rogram. 
And, for nex t season, I’d su ggest a cou p le things. For Jim , 
whenev er someone ask s a q u estion, don’t go on the defensiv e. A 
nu mber of p eop le ju st wonder abou t strategy , and aren’t really 
“ou t to get y ou .”

And those of y ou who hav e q u estions, ask him. Remember, 
thou gh, that Jim has reasons for his p lay ing. He, lik e any other 
coach, is p aid for the job coaching he does. Jim isn’t abou t to p lay 
the worst p lay er ju st becau se of his sp ark ling p ersonality .

come in fou rth. 
Detroit p itcher Mick ey Lol- 
ich, ru nner-u p to Blu e in the Cy 
You ng balloting, got the other 
first-p lace v ote and finished 
fifth with 155 p oints.

000commuters a day.

A m ajor pay raise for mem­ 
bers of the United States Arm y 
became effective recently. 
The pay raise, which was en­ 
acted into law on Sept. 28, had 
been withheld tem porarily as 
part of President Nixon’s freeze 
on prices and wages. 
Under the terms of the m ili­ 
tary pay b ill, newly enlisted 
soldiers w ill receive $268.50 per 
month. This compares with 
$134.40 under the previous law. 
The pay raise w ill not only in­ 
clude substantial increases in 
basic pay, but w ill also raise 
quarters and ration allowances. 
The new pay scales are a 
giant step toward making m ili­ 
tary pay for lower ranking en­ 
listed men and junior officers 
com parable with that offered 
by business and industry. Ac­ 
cording to U.S. government 
statistics, the average hourly 
wage in the m anufacturing in­ 
dustry in 1970 was $3.36. Arm y 
pay for a sergeant, E-5, by 
comparison, w ill now amount ot 
$3.11 per hour if the sergeant is 
authorized and receiving quar­ 
ters and ration allowances. If 
the same sergeant were m ar­ 
ried, his hourly pay rate would 
rise to $3.40. 
Arm y officials state the aver­ 
age service tim e required to 
reach the rank of sergeant, E-5, 
is in the neighborhood of 22 
months active service.

not going to be long before those 
people get the idea.” 
The idea of a new transit sys­ 
tem came from W orld W ar II 
Arm y engineers, who recom­ 
mended a transit tunnel under 
San Francisco Bay. In 1957, the 
California legislature approved 
the creation of a five-county 
Bay Area Rapid Transit dis­ 
trict. Two counties withdrew, 
one of them M arin to the north 
because a study indicated the 
Golden Gate bridge could not 
carry transit vehicles. In 1962, 
the three rem aining counties, 
containing 34 cities, voted the 
largest local bond issue ever at­ 
tempted, $792 m illion, with a 
daring pledge of property tax 
receipts. Two years later, con­ 
struction began. 
Inflation and labor problems 
shot the costs up, and delay in 
delivery of rolling stock has 
caused irritating postponement 
of service until next spring. 
There is a projection of 200,- 
000 passengers daily, or 50 m il­ 
lion a year, about the volume of 
the co u n try’s biggest com ­ 
muter line, the Long Island 
Railroad. Its train speed w ill be 
twice as fast as any operating 
in the world today. Except pos­ 
sibly for peak hours, it’s de­ 
signed to provide a seat for 
every passenger.

and even the world, however, 
the intrigue of BA RT is what it 
can do to revive the inner cores 
of cities. Toronto, M ontreal and

third the size of BA R T in m ile­ 
age and scope. 
By 1990, a new m aster plan 
calls for 210 additional m iles to 
include a ll nine Bay area coun­ 
ties, and there’s an auxiliary 
plan to tie in with the state capi­ 
tal, Sacram ento, 90 m iles to the 
east. 
Recognition of the need for 
mass transit— Congress passed 
a five-year, $3.1-billion pro­ 
gram — is tempered only by the 
huge costs involved. A spur to 
the airport south of San Fran ­ 
cisco, and on to Menlo Park, 
would now cost $700 m illion. 


(Stokes excuses its omission in 
the original planning by saying, 
“ Airport access was not a big 
thing in those days.” )
